The one big drawback to this informal zon- 
ing was that anyone who actually wanted to go 
ahead with 1 his. plans regard lessjjfthe lack of 
board approval possibly could lmveTThlrzoning 
was not backed up with an ordinance. Had tiny- 
one. chosen' to proceed .with plans without board 
approval, it could have meant a battle in court, 
with the outcome fuzzy. 

The reason for establishing a zoning ordin- 
ance at this time is obvious. A new stale law 
makes it possible for the county government to 
move' in and establish zoning in any municipality 
that does not have its own ordinance. Soothe only 
question is, who -does the zoning, the county 
board oV the village board? 
. " It is well to remember, when considering the 
zoning ordinance, that the present zoning of any 
piece of property is not , necessarily permanent. 
-Persons ^wishing to have the-zonin g of their prop- 
■verty changed will appear before the zoning com T 
mittee with the request. If there. are no valid ob- 
jections to the new zoning, it will probably be 
granted. As the town grows, it is almost certain 
that property now zoned residential will become 
business, by mutual consent! 

The new zoning ordinance, in short, is noth- 
ing new. It is merely 'legalizing a practice that 
has gone on informally for many years.

Any person who, for profit, 
diagnoses .the condition of 
shade or ornamental trees 
or recommends or supervises 
Ihcrtriminlngor treatment of 
such trees must be licensed 
as a tree expert by the De- 
parimnt of Registration and 
Education. 

"Each spring, when the 
weather begins to break," 
said Passlni,"'transients from 
everywhere descend upon 
Illinois homeowners with a 
'sure cure' for everything, 
including Dutch elm disease, 
and a ridiculously low rate 
for the trimming of our 
beautiful— trees. Unfortun- 
ately, the poor property own- 
er usually gets the 'trim- 
ming." 

Passini wishes to remind 
homeowners that qualified 
arborist, or tree surgeons, 
are licensed by the State of 
Illinois, and when a home-' 
.owner is in .need of such ser- 
vice, he should demand to see 
their registration card before 
employing their services!.
